Petty Island Update 
By Mark Gottlieb, WA2DIY 


After meeting with the New Jersey Audu- 
bon Society on the morning of September 
22, 2018, on Petty Island, I can now con- 
firm that we will be allowed to activate the 
island for US Islands Awards Programs - 
www.usislands.org. As discussed this is a 
two step process. It is likely that we will be 
able to "Qualify," as per the rules, the island 
in December 2018 (see rule below). They 
will give us about 4 hours to get 25 contacts including 2 DXCC. I think we can do that witli two operators 
on two bands. 


1. In order to qualify a new U.S. island, a minimum of 25 contacts, that includes at least 2 differ- 
ent DXCC entities, is required. DXCC Entities can be US & Hawaii, or US & Alaska, or US & 
Canada, or Canada & Bermuda, etc. 


During the Spring we will have another event on the island where we will "Activate" the island as per the 
rules. During this visit we will be given at least 4 hours, most likely more, to make as many contacts as we 
can. 


Activation is any subsequent operations from a US island once it has been qualified. 


e You are NOT required to contact the Qualification Manager (QM) to activate an island. 
e There is no minimum number of QSOs required for an activation. 


Remember, this is battery/solar power only and we do not have restrooms on the island. 


I think we can say Mission Accomplished on this one.

Petty Island was called "Shackamaxon Island" after the local Shackamaxon village of Lenni Lenape, 
"Aquikanasara" by Swedish explorer Peter Lindestrom in 1654, and "Treaty Island," the latter likely 
named after the Penn Treaty by the Manderson Family, who in 1852 bought most of the land. The island 
was originally bought from local chiefs by Elizabeth Kinsey, a Quaker who had fled persecution in Eng- 
land. William Penn owned the island after Kinsey; John Petty, its namesake, bought it in 1732. The island 
was a hotbed for gambling and dueling in the 18th and 19th centuries, and acquired a reputation for law- 
lessness and danger; adding to this danger was the large number of shipwrecks which occurred around the 
island, some of which are still visible at low tide. Ralston Laird, an Irish immigrant, moved to Petty Island 
in 1851 and became a farm manager there, living on the island for nearly 60 years and eventually being 
proclaimed its "king". 


In 1971, the Philadelphia Bicentennial Planning Committee proposed using the island as a World's Fair 
style exposition site for the 1976 Bicentennial celebration. These plans were unsuccessful, however, and 
the park was never built. Petty Island is currently uninhabited, the last residential structure having burned 
down in 1964. It is owned by CITGO, which formerly used the island for fuel storage. Additionally, until 
2018 CITGO leased portions of the island to Crowley Maritime, a shipping company. CITGO also for- 
merly leased to Koch Industries, an asphalt manufacturing business. The western end of the island is unde- 
veloped and forested. 


In the early 2000s, local politics in Pennsauken turned to Petty Island as a centerpiece for waterfront rede- 
velopment, with residents and politicians hoping to install restaurants and a golf course on the island. En- 
vironmental groups opposed these measures because of a pair of bald eagles living on the island. 


Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez announced in April 2009 that the Venezuelan Government (owner of 
CITGO) would donate the island to New Jersey for environmental preservation. The New Jersey Natural 
Lands Trust has been granted a conservation easement for the entire island, with ownership to be trans- 
ferred from CITGO to the Natural Lands Trust by 2022, when the cleanup of the island's former petroleum 
operations is complete. 


Editor’s Note : As noted above, the original name was “Shackamaxon Island”. So, when our Club gets 
on the island to activate it, can we rename it to “W2MMD Radio Shack-amaxon Island” HIHI!

Something titanic has happened to ham radio this past year. Did anyone see this coming? I bet there are 
many that may not realize this already happened.

A radio amateur since 1954, 
Weidner was a retired high school and post-secondary English instructor, as well as 

/ an active member of the US Coast Guard Auxiliary. He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and did graduate-level work at Rowan University, Burlington 

| College, and Princeton University. Weidner was also the author and editor of several 
books and managed a small academic press publishing scientific and medical text- 
books. Since the founding of ARLHS in 2000, the organization has amassed 1,665 
members worldwide in support of its goal to promote Amateur Radio activation of lighthouses and the 
documentation of historical lighthouses.

3D printed parts for ham radio

One of the things that I keep telling myself that I need to learn how to do is ‘3D print- 
ing’. This morning, I ran across a couple more 3D printing projects for ham radio that I 
thought I’d pass along. 


The first I found on Reddit: 3D Printed Parts for Portable Tape Measure Yagi Designs : 
(https://bit.ly/2O9wwRA). The summary on Thingiverse : (https://bit.ly/2xDRi29), 
which is a website where “makers” share their designs, says: 


"These parts are made for use with 1-in. PVC pipe and 1-in. Harbor Freight steel tape measure. 
You can use electrical tape to attach the element holders to the side of the pipe, and use the driven 
element bridge to give structural rigidity across the driven dipole element. I have used this with 
up to 5 elements on 2M with good success. When not using the antenna, just pinch the elements 
to remove them from the holders, and store them INSIDE the tube! You can add some end caps to 
make this ultra portable. Use these parts with any of the multitude of tape measure YAGI design 
guides online." 


Here’s a look at an antenna made with these parts: 


The element holders are attached to the boom with 
electrical tape in the photo. While I haven’t tried 
it, ’'d suggest that the antenna might be a bit more 
robust if you could screw or perhaps glue the hold- 
ers to the boom.

Perfect Pitch : Do You Have a Prepared Ham Radio Elevator Pitch? 


Do you have a ham radio elevator pitch ready to be delivered on a moment’s notice? It’s typically 30 sec- 
ond to two minutes in length, the duration of a typical elevator ride. 


You enter an elevator wearing your ham radio cap with your name and call. Fellow riders frequently ask, 
“What is a W1UL?” I respond with, “It’s my ham radio call, are you aware that hams are frequently the 
only source of communications during periods of natural or man-made emergencies?” 


Wikipedia defines an elevator pitch as, “... a short description of an idea, product, company, or oneself in 
a way such that any listener can understand it in a short period of time.” the length of a typical elevator 
ride. It can be delivered, while waiting to pump your gas, at a cocktail party or waiting for a meeting or 
performance to start. 


Getting to the crux of the ham radio mystique you continue, ham radio is many things to many people, 
which is a great starting line in your pitch. 


Don’t try to be all things to all people, stick with the aspects of ham radio you enjoy and have passion and 
expertise. If you’re a DXer, tell the story of why you’re a DXer, do not try and explain the allure of 
VHFing, contesting, or moon bounce. 


WI1UL’s Elevator Pitch 


The great thing about ham radio is that it is many different things to many different people. My favorite 
aspect of ham radio activity is what we call DXing. DX was originally meant contacting distant stations. 
Now DXing is the pursuit of contacts with different countries, we call them entities. 


I first became interested in DX when I was about 15 years old when a marine ham in Guantanamo Bay 
Cuba tried to relay a message to his family in New York City. His wife had just presented them with a 
brand new daughter. This was my first contact outside the United States other than Canada. A few weeks 
later I woke up one night about 3 AM with a painful toothache, I turned on my equipment to see if anyone 
was on the air at this hour. At this point, I had never contacted a station west of the Mississippi River. 
Without touching any of the dials there was a station in Arizona calling CQ which meant he was seeking a 
contact with anyone. With trepidation, I called him and back he came. After our contact, I was tuning 
around and there was a station in Washington state. A contact with him was followed by a contact with 
California. I was so excited I totally forgot my toothache. 


On that glorious night I learned that long distance communications, on the band I was then using, was only 

possible when both ends of the communications path are in darkness, much like the AM broadcast band. 

Once I absorbed that propagation reality I started getting up a between one to three in the AM to get on the 
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air. Within a short time, I had added six new states as well as Hawaii, Venezuela, New Zealand, and Aus- 
tralia. | was hooked and I’ve been a DXer ever since. 


Over the ensuing decades, I have now contacted every country in the world except North Korea and they 
don’t currently allow ham radio. 


Epilogue 


When developing your elevator pitch be yourself, it will help you memorize your pitch. Then, practice 
practice, and practice. When you think you have the pitch under control, practice some more. When you 
think you have it down pat, practice a little more. Remembering back to the definition of an elevator pitch, 
it should be capable of delivery in between in between 30 seconds and two minutes total time. Practice 
your pitch at various intervals. Learn what can be taken out and what must remain. The goal is to make it 
sound completely spontaneous and not rehearsed. It reminds me of a sign hanging in a financial research 
department, “Sincerity is very important around here, once you learn how to fake it you have it made.” 
You want your pitch to sound spontaneous even though the you have worked hours on the presentation.

W2MMD Satellite Station 
By Jonathan Pearce WB2MNF 


If you've ventured into the VHF Room at the Club- 
house you may have noticed some changes in the sat- 
ellite station. You may even have been surprised, as 
WB2ZBN was earlier this week, to see the satellite 
antennas moving when nobody was operating that sta- 
tion. We've made some progress on a few interesting 
projects in the last couple of weeks. 


Our first project was creating communication with the FalconSat3 satellite. Built and launched by the US 
Air Force Academy in 2005, it reached the end of its military service earlier this year and was turned over 
to ham use. This satellite uses a 9600 baud data feed to provide an orbiting BBS station as well as real- 
time APRS digipeating. It's in a low inclination orbit which means that there are never any overhead 
passes and we needed to beef up the receive capability on 70 cm to receive. Adding a mast-mounted pre- 
amp installed by KB2AYU helped a lot to bring the signal up to a reliable level, and figuring out the 
proper receive settings on the SDR radio (wide-band FM, not narrow-band which trims off some frequen- 
cies needed for 9600 baud) were important. The final challenge was getting the transmit audio levels right 
from the sound modem software in the computer to the RigBlaster connected to the Yaesu 847. K2ZA and 
I did some experimenting using a separate SDR radio and a FT-1D HT that receives 9600 baud APRS sig- 
nals to finally get the audio levels set to where the satellite would decode them. And because the Falcon- 
Sat passes were early in the AM we left the station running with the antenna rotation and Doppler shift 
managed by the computer and would check each day to see whether we had successfully uploaded and 
downloaded files and messages. Finally this week we saw a message from another station confirming that 
they had read the message that we had uploaded. That confirmed that the whole system was functional, 
and although there's probably a little more work do to I think the major FalconSat project goals have been 
achieved. 


Our second success was getting remote access to the SDR radio and antenna rotation. Fortunately the SDR 
Console software has a server component that will let another copy of SDR Console on the same network 
connect to one of the radios on the server. The IQ packets from the server radio transfer to the remote cli- 
ent software, letting that operator operate almost identically to how it would work at the W2MMD com- 
puter console. That's half of the battle - the other half was getting the antennas to rotate based on remote 
commands. Fortunately the PST Rotator software also has a server component that can be controlled by a 
remote client on the same network. The remote client can command the az-el rotation of the server at 
W2MMD to follow the desired satellite. The combination of these capabilities allows the remote operator 
to receive satellite signals as if he was sitting in the W2MMD shack. I tried that successfully from home 
earlier this week listening for one of the BIRDS-2 satellites that were launched last week from the ISS and 
was able to hear the CW telemetry from one of those satellites. But those two ISS passes were around 
noontime on Tuesday, and WB2ZBN was working alone outside at the Clubhouse and suddenly saw the 
satellite antennas rotate. So if you're hanging around the Clubhouse and see antennas moving, it's because 
of this functionality. (The network connection is through a VPN set up by K2QA.) 


The final project, which is largely complete, is an automatic antenna switcher that will switch the 2 meter 
and 70 cm antennas between the SDR radio and the Yaesu 847. This is necessary because some satellites 
use a 2 meter uplink and a 70 cm downlink, while others use the opposite configuration. Previously we 
switched them manually, but I frequently forgot to make the switch (even after adding a warning note on 
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the monitor) and often missed part of a pass because the proper antenna was- 
n't connected. Because the tracking software sets the radio frequencies, I fig- 
ured that we could sniff the CAT commands going to the Yaesu and build up 
some Arduino code for an automatic switcher. After adding some relays, an 
Arduino Mega and relay board and a lot of trial and error, this capability now 
works. In the PST Rotator software the operator can switch from FalconSat3 
(70 cm down, 2 meters up) to Funcube | (opposite configuration) with the 
frequencies on both radios changing and the antenna relays clicking to the 
new position. It's pretty cool to watch! But while my programming skills are 
OK, my building skills are mediocre at best, so perhaps someone with better 
skill will take the black box with wires hanging out of it and build a more 
elegant enclosure for it. 


Our next project is to attempt to decode telemetry from the Longjiang satel- 
lite that's orbiting the moon. It's on 70 cm and uses the JT-4 encoding scheme 
that's used for moonbounce. Several other ham stations have done this suc- 
cessfully - I'm hoping that we can hear it but am concerned that we may need 
to upgrade the 70 cm antenna. That's a project for the fall. 


There's plenty of opportunity for others to get involved in the satellite station. It works great for SSB 
QSOs with the CAS and XW satellites, which are currently overhead in the early evening hours. If you'd 
like to work the station, get K2ZA or me to check you out on its operation and then give it a try, and check 
out the blog at: http://w2mmdsatellite.blogspot.com or on the Club's website page "W2MMD Satellite 
Blog", where we chronicle our activities. Satellite operating is very different from terrestrial hamming, and 
the changes and challenges make this form of ham radio a lot of fun.

An Amazing Recovery: ARISS Packet System Revives 


Similar to the AO-7 satellite resurrection several years ago, the 

Amateur Radio on the International Space Station (ARISS) packet 

radio system on the International Space Station (ISS) has begun 

working again. NASA ISS Ham Radio Project Engineer Kenneth 

Ransom, N5VHO, said over the weekend that reports he'd received 
indicated that the NAISS packet signal returned in mid-August. 


"No idea how long it will last, given the degrading state of the current hard- 
ware. The longer it lasts, the better," he said. Ransom said the revived sys- 
tem will fill the gap until a replacement packet module is flown to the ISS 
later this year and is installed by the crew on a time-available basis. 


The packet signal on 145.825 MHz has been copied in Europe, South America, India, and elsewhere. In 
another August 25 post, Mark Pisani, KK6OTJ, reported copying the packet system during an 18° pass 
over southern California and said he worked KB6LTY through the system. "Heard over Patagonia Argen- 
tina!" Francisco Rodriguez, LU2WBA, enthused in a post on August 24 at 2323 UTC. "Welcome back!" 
An August 17 post from Marco Antonio, PU2MUS, in Brazil indicated that the system was not active at 
that time. 


Earlier this summer, ARISS hardware team members on the ground reported that they were able to locate 
a functional duplicate of the ISS packet module that had been in use on the ISS for 17 years before it failed 


more than a year ago. 


ARISS has expressed hope that the new packet system hardware could be online again by the end of No- 
vember.

Getting Started On HF 
4 By Tony Starr, WA2FZB 


Author's Note: This article is written primarily for both the newly licensed ham and 
those who have recently upgraded to General Class, but may be of interest to any- 
one who does not have an HF station on the air, but would like to. 


When I was first licensed over 40 years ago, the Novice license was the entry level 
ticket, using CW only. My first station was set up for three HF bands and was a 
collection of crude, old, low-tech gear, as dictated by my teenage budget. When I later upgraded to Gen- 
eral Class, I began to get interested in VHF and repeaters, eventually losing interest in HF. Nowadays, the 
entry level ticket is the Technician class license, and a first radio is more likely to be a dual band HT rather 
than some old HF boat anchor. This represents a big departure from the traditional gateway into ham ra- 
dio, and has spawned a large population of hams who have had little to no experience on HF, sometimes in 
spite of being licensed for a significant amount of time. 


Having recently gotten back into the hobby after a very long period of inactivity, I decided to go straight 
into HF operation, and made it a priority to put together a competent and reliable HF station, in marked 
contrast to the junk I operated 40 years ago. Much to my delight, I found that the selection of good HF 
gear, both new and used, is far better now than it was back then, and in real dollars, a much better deal in 
terms of the features that your dollars can buy. The radio that I started out with a couple of years ago, a 
Kenwood TS-850, is light years ahead of anything that I ever operated in my early ham career, in spite of 
now being old enough to qualify for membership in the QCWA. My new radio, a TS-590sg, is even more 
advanced, and is loaded with great features. Both of those radios together cost well under $2,000 and the 
590 was brand new from Ham Radio Outlet. 


If an HF neophyte were to ask me for my recommendation for a first HF transceiver, I would have a hard 
time picking one because there are so many good ones. Of course, the budget plays a huge roll. Under 
$500 will get you a good used rig of an older vintage like my TS-850. Move up to the $600 to $800 range, 
and there is a whole other world of choices. One radio that I must mention is the Yaesu FT-450D. Few 
transceivers on the market offer as many features as this one at such a bargain basement price. It is still in 
production, so you would have a choice of new or used. Another radio that I like, although no longer in 
production, is the Yaesu FT-950. This is a radio that is so nice to use that you will not likely outgrow it for 
quite some time. It was discontinued a few years ago, having been replaced by the FT'dx-1200, but clean 
used 950's have been going for around $750, a great price for a really nice rig that will look really good in 
your shack. 


Moving up to the next tier, which I consider to be $1,000 to $1,500; the choice really comes down to two 
transceivers, the Kenwood TS-590sg and everybody's little darling, the Icom IC-7300. Both of these radios 
are so good that there is really no bad choice here. It really depends on what kind of operating you plan to 
do. But the choice between these two is not an easy choice to make. Some hams that I know have one of 
each! There are several price tiers above this one, but if you get into those levels of radios, we can safely 
assume that you are no longer an HF neophyte, so no need to mention any of them here. There are also 
some great used radios on the market at these prices that were once the flagship models of their day. My 
advice would be to stay away from these until you have more experience to use and maintain these mon- 
sters. Better to start off with something simpler and easier to use. 


As far as antennas go, there are good reasons why the dipole is the actual standard against which all other 
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antennas are measured. I have a dual band dipole for 80m and 40m, which has served me very well. It is 
installed in the inverted-V configuration and the apex is only about 35 feet up, with the ends being 15 to 
20 feet off the ground. I have several vertical antennas, and on their best days they MAY work almost as 
well as the dipole. Needless to say, the dual band dipole is the workhorse at my station for 80 and 40 me- 
ters. It is actually two dipoles fed by a common feedline through a current balun. Some call this a fan di- 
pole, or a "Maypole", depending on how the wires are configured with respect to each other. My four 
wires are roughly 90 degrees apart and are attached to various supports, none of which are trees. I typically 
only use trees as temporary supports. If you have an antenna tuner with a balanced output, a great way to 
put up a dipole is to cut it for the lowest frequency band that you plan to operate and feed it with ladder 
line. This will give you a very efficient antenna. Remember that an inverted-V will not take up quite as 
much space as a flat dipole, and is mechanically more secure. 


What about verticals? I own several, but I must stress that the most important part of any vertical antenna 
system is the ground plane or radial system. If you use a vertical antenna without radials, you are not get- 
ting the most out of it. For an elevated vertical you can get by with as few as 2 to 4 radials, but if your ver- 
tical is ground mounted, you had better plan on installing at least two dozen, and more if you can. The ra- 
dial system is vital for collecting the return currents from the antenna, and is really the other half of the 
antenna. Generally, elevated radials are cut to a resonant length, usually a quarter wavelength, but ground 
mounted radials need not be any longer than the antenna is tall in most cases. If you have a very small 
backyard, a vertical antenna can get you on HF with good results. My favorite vertical is the Hustler 
SBTV, which covers 10, 15, 20, and 40 Meters, plus about 50 kHz of the 80M band. There are others 
which are also good, but none offer the value that the Hustler SBT V does. At around $200, it is in a class 
by itself for value. 


Another thing to consider when putting up your antennas is whether or not you plan to get an amplifier. I 
initially did not plan to operate at high power, so I chose lightweight baluns and feedlines. Eventually I 
discovered that I was not being heard nearly as often as I would have liked to be, so I acquired an ampli- 
fier, and I had to then upgrade my baluns and feedlines. Fortunately, these low power baluns and feedlines 
have found a new life as Field Day antennas, where amplifiers are still a rarity. If you plan to operate only 
CW or the digital modes like PSK31 and FT8, chances are that you will not need an amplifier. On the 
other hand, if you are planning to operate phone contests on the lower bands, running some power can 
mean the difference between being heard and being frustrated. Legal limit amplifiers are expensive, and 
largely un-necessary. An amplifier which puts out between 600 and 800 watts will be fine for most HF 
operation under challenging conditions. 


Choosing an amplifier can be as daunting a task as choosing a radio. And it can be every bit as costly! This 
is the biggest difference in the price of ham gear now as opposed to when I was last active back in the 80's. 
In many cases, a new amplifier can now cost more than a new radio. Back in those days, power tubes were 
cheap and commonly available. This is not the case today. In my opinion, one of the most important things 
to consider when choosing an amplifier is the cost and availability of the output devices (tubes or transis- 
tors). This will become a big deal only when you have to replace them, but eventually you will. A good 
choice for a first amplifier is the Ameritron AL-80B. It uses a single 3-500 tube, which are readily avail- 
able new for about $200. You can find a clean, used AL-80B for around a grand, but a brand new one is 
only about $1500, if you want the assurance that nobody before you has ever abused it. That actually can 
be money well spent. Amplifiers are amazingly easy to abuse. More expensive amplifiers are loaded with 
protective circuitry, under the assumption that someone will try to abuse the amplifier, but of course you 
get what you pay for. 
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Getting on HF can open up a whole new world of ham radio for the ham who has been limited to VHF and 
UHF. Working DX can be exciting, and there can be a lot of activity on the HF bands, especially during 
the contest weekends. Right now, FT8 is all the rage, but good old CW and SSB can be a lot of fun and 
have a long heritage of tradition on the HF bands. I say that if you are trying out HF, do not limit yourself 
to just one band or mode. This is a slump that is easy to fall into and may eventually result in your getting 
bored with your "favorite" band and/or mode. Move around, try different bands, work on your CW skills, 
and maybe try a contest or special event, like the 13 Colonies event, or the Museum Ships weekend. There 
is so much to do and so much fun to be had now on HF, and hopefully in a few years the sunspots may 
even come back! 


Well that's all I have for now, but if you are putting an HF station on the air and have some questions, I 
will be glad to try and answer them for you. I don't claim to be an expert on anything but I read a lot and 
have a technical background, so I can usually figure things out. And I promise that any advice I give you 
will be worth every penny that I charge you for it! 73 and see you on the HF bands.

Just a little about me in the shack. 


I spend my radio time mostly on straight key CW, usually with the 
Straight Key Century Club (SKCC) and the North American QRP CW 
Club (NAQCC), and occasionally (when I remember) the Flying Pigs 
QRP Club Intl' (W8PIG) CW sprints. I also spend a little time on the 
low end of 10 Meters (now that there have been some good openings) 
using either CW or FT8, looking for Ten Ten numbers. Once in a 
great while I may get on PSK31 with the folks at the PODXS 070 
Club. Iam also a NJ Army MARS member (Army Vet myself) and get on their hour nets almost each 
morning (7am). 


As far as the amateur bands are concerned, I rarely use 
voice communications (so don't be looking for me there 
hi hi) with the exception of the VHF and UHF Sunday 
evening Salem County RACES/ARES nets (analog FM 
and C4FM). My radios include a TS-590SG and ICOMs 
IC-703, 7000, and 7200. My HF antenna is just a plain 
30-yr old Butternut HF-6V vertical (it was originally a 
HF-9V but had to downgrade it due to expensive capaci- 
tor problems), and it's completely resonant on the low 
end of the bands it's designed for (took a lot of time and 
effort to accomplish that). The only time I need to use 
the Palstar tuner is when I venture up into the voice sec- 
tions (rarely) or when I am on the odd-ball (hi hi) MARS 
frequencies.

Parity Act Options Open Despite Removal from Defense Authorization Act Conference Re- 
port 


ARRL Hudson Division Director and ad hoc Legislative Advocacy Committee Chair Mike Lis- 

enco, N2YBB, said this week's removal of Amateur Radio Parity Act (HR 555) language from the 

National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA) Conference Report was unfortunate, but does not 

kill the initiative. The Parity Act would ask the FCC to grant radio amateurs living in deed- 
restricted communities the right to install effective outdoor antennas. Lisenco said that while the language 
was removed from the final NDAA Conference Report, other viable options remain to see the Parity Act 
succeed. 


"We were disappointed the Parity language didn't survive the conference process, but we do have other 
House-passed legislative vehicles that contain the language, including the Financial Services & General 
Government Appropriations bill, which funds the FCC," Lisenco said. 


"We have always known that getting this legislation across the finish line was going to take a lot of effort," 
Lisenco said. "The legislative process is sometimes frustrating for ARRL members, but there is a way that 
our membership can be directly involved," Lisenco explained. "By contacting your Representative and 
Senators and telling them you want their support for the Amateur Radio Parity Act, you can help lend 
thousands of voices to echo the work of the ad hoc Legislative Advocacy Committee on Capitol Hill." 

"It's not unusual for legislation to stall in Congress. To remove the logjam, we need our elected representa- 
tives in both chambers to know how much of a priority this bill is for our avocation," Lisenco explained. 
"The continued active support of ARRL members is critical in order to do that." 


Lisenco said that Senator Bill Nelson (D-FL) has been the lead obstructionist during several stages of ef- 
forts to enact the Amateur Radio Parity Act, which has passed the US House of Representatives four 
times. Lisenco added that that Nelson's opposition makes no sense, as Florida desperately needs effective 
Amateur Radio disaster communications during hurricanes, and hurricane season is rapidly approaching. 
ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, said the House-passed version of the NDAA included the 
Parity Act language, but the Senate bill did not, and a House-Senate conference committee had to resolve 
a variety of differences in the two passed bills. He said the Senate Armed Services Committee Ranking 
Member was one of the "Big Four" who would have had to agree to keep the Parity Act in the final NDAA 
Conference Report, but unfortunately, he deferred to Nelson on the matter; without Senator Nelson's oppo- 
sition to the bill, it would have passed Congress long ago. 


Imlay has assured ARRL members that the Parity Act would be beneficial to the many thousands of ama- 
teurs now living in deed-restricted communities, as it would allow those hams to erect effective outdoor 
antennas notwithstanding the preclusive language of covenants or homeowner association (HOA) regula- 
tions. 


"That is the principal benefit of this legislation," he said. "As I see it, without the Parity Act, Amateur Ra- 
dio will, over a relatively short period of time, face death by a thousand cuts, as more and more communi- 
ties are subject to private land use regulations that prohibit antennas entirely." 


Lisenco said it was important to keep the legislative efforts in context. "A decade ago, our bill was being 
introduced every 2 years and gathering less than 2 dozen cosponsors before being forgotten and tossed in 
the heap. Since we've created the ad hoc Legislative Advocacy Committee, we have seen the bill pass the 
House of Representatives four times in less than 2 years and come within a hair of the President's desk," 
Lisenco continued. "Momentum is clearly on our side, and the wind is at our backs. We need our member- 
ship's active engagement to provide that final push to propel the Parity Act across the finish line."

SB QST ARL ARLBO14 Summer Section Manager Election Results Announced 


Two incumbent ARRL Section Managers have been declared re-elected in balloted elections this summer, 
and two new Section Managers will begin initial terms of office on October 1. Ballots were counted on 
Tuesday, August 21, at ARRL Headquarters. In addition, six other incumbent Section Managers were un- 
opposed and will continue with new terms of office. 


In North Dakota, incumbent Section Manager Nancy Yoshida, KGOYL, received 79 votes, and Dave 
Heintzleman, NDOCW, of Newburg, received 72 votes. Yoshida, of Thompson, will begin a full 2-year 
term on October 1. She had been appointed as Section Manager on January | to complete the term of Lynn 
Nelson, WOND, after his election as Dakota Division Vice Director. 


In Western New York, incumbent Section Manager Laura Mueller, N2LJM, was re-elected, receiving 500 
votes to 250 for challenger Elliott Blauvelt Jr., N2OJM, of Horseheads. Mueller, of Falconer, has led the 
Western New York Field Organization since 2014. She will begin her third term of office this fall. 


In Eastern Pennsylvania, George Miller, W3GWM, of Wyalusing, will become the new Section Manager 
on October 1, filling an 18-month term of office. Miller, who has been the Section Traffic Manager, was 
the only nominee when nominations were re-solicited this past spring. Bob Wiseman, WB3W, who has 
been the Eastern Pennsylvania Section Manager since October 2016, decided not to run for a new term, 
but he continued serving as SM for an additional 6 months after his regular term had concluded at the end 
of March. 


Southern Florida will welcome Barry Porter, KB1PA, as its new Section Manager on October 1. Porter, of 
Delray Beach, has been an Assistant Section Manager, Assistant Section Emergency Coordinator and 
Emergency Coordinator. He was the only nominee for the position after Jeff Beals, WA4AW, announced 
that he would not seek a new term of office after serving since 2014. 


These incumbent Section Managers ran unopposed and will begin new 2-year terms of office in October: 
Chuck Motes, KIDFS (Connecticut); Skip Jackson, KSOJ (Minnesota); Scott Yonally, N8SY (Ohio); 
Kevin O'Dell, NOIRW (Oklahoma); Oscar Resto, KP4RF (Puerto Rico), and Fred Kleber, K9VV (Virgin 
Islands).
